6. Organizes and sponsors social activities in wholesome sur- 
roundings for young men and women and youths such as 
teen-age canteens, dramatic groups, clubs and social 
gatherings. 

7. Gives vocational educational opportunities both at the col- 
lege level in Accounting, Engineering and Management 
through the Y.M.C.A. Institute, and courses in summer 
school for those in high school. 

8 . Offers religious training through its convocations, counseling, 
club ceremonies and special instruction. 

9. Aids service men providing them a place to stay for the night 
at low cost, home hospitality, fellowship room and library 
facilities, parties and dances, gymnasium and pool, and 
counseling and guidance services.

Growth and progress are wonderful, 
even necessary to life. But, like the cham- 
bered nautilus, periodically more “stately 
mansions” are required. 

In the small span of 15 years the 
Greater Providence Y.M.C.A. has made 
phenomenal progress. Today it conducts 
activities in 18 Rhode Island cities and 
towns and operates eight branches and 
seven camps. The eight branches include 
the Boys’ Central Branch, Cranston 
Branch, East Providence-Barrington 
Branch, East Side Branch, Men’s Central 


Branch, Warwick-East Greenwich 
Branch, Y.M.C.A. Institute and the 
Young Adult Division. 

The chart above tells its dramatic 
story of progress and growth. Enrollment 
in group activities increased 500 per cent 
in 15 years! No one can doubt the great 
influence this has had in guiding boys, 
young men and young women toward 
useful citizenship. 

But the catch is this. The Y.M.C.A. 
is carrying on a work for more than 
20,000 with facilities built for 4,000! ! 
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Two converted tenements of “Gay Nineties” vintage for many 
years have housed the activities of the Boys’ Central Branch — 
keystone of the Y.M.C.A. program. A visit to these buildings 
will convince the most skeptical of the hopeless inadequacy of 
such an operation. It is an understatement to say these structures 
are so deteriorated they can no longer be used for effective work 
with boys. The new, modern building below, constructed where 
the temporary servicemen’s building now stands, heads the list 
of proposed improvements for which a minimum of $1,000,000
